SUMMARY: LATEST POLL TAKEN BY PUBLIC OPINION RESEARCH INSTITUTE JUNE 
1-6 1978 SHOWS 60 PCT OF PUBLIC (1225 RESPONDENTS) OPPOSE CONCESSIONS 
ON WEST BANK AND GAZA; ONLY ON ISSUE OF FURTHER WEST BANK SETTLEMENTS 
IS ABOUT HALF OF PUBLIC WILLING TO SUPPORT NO NEW SETTLEMENTS POLICY. 
30.7 PCT WOULD PERMIT WEST BANK AND GAZA PALESTINIANS TO VOTE ON 
OWN FUTURE STATUS AFTER 5 YEARS, 48.1 PCT WOULD NOT. 60 PCT BELIEVE 
REAL SECURITY FOR ISRAEL MEANS HOLDING MOST OF WEST BANK AND GOLAN 
HEIGHTS. NEW LOW OF 8 PCT NOW BELIEVE US ME POLICY MAINLY SUPPORTS 
ISRAEL WITH 32 PCT BELIEVING US POLICY MAINLY SUPPORTS ARAB STATES. 
ISRAELIS STILT. BELIEVE AMERICAN PUBLIC SUPPORTS ISRAEL MORE THAN

HE TOOK OFFICE. ALL FOUR LEADING CABINET MINISTERS SHOW A 
DECLINE IN POPULARITY, WITH PM BEGIN DOWN FROM 61 PCT IN APRIL 
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TO 54 PCT IN JUNE. 53 PCT WOULD VOTE TODAY FOR THE SAME PARTY 
THEY VOTED FOR IN MAY 1977 ELECTIONS, 21 PCT ARE UNDECIDED.
